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For firefighters: long days, longer weekends 


Working the all-day shift 


By Taylor Armerdi 
ne way to look at the new 
Andover firefighters’ sched- 
ule is that they’re working six 
days out of every eight. After all, an 
eight-hour shift is considered a day 
of work. 

Then again, another way to look 
at it is that they’ve finally cracked 
the five-day weekend barrier. 

However it is viewed, the new 24- 
hour shift schedule is probably the 
most noticeable change in the new, 
three-year contract that the Interna- 
tional Association of Firefighters 
Local 1658 signed with the town on 
Sept. 17 and implemented last 
month. 

But, as Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski, Fire Chief Harold 
Wright and union president Jim 
Cuticchia all point out, it doesn’t 
change the average weekly hours a

firefighter is on duty. 

It just clusters them dramatically. 

According to the former schedule, 
firefighters worked two 10-hour day 
shifts, then two 14-hour night shifts, 
and then had four days off, for an 
average of 42 hours per week. 

The new work schedule is also an 
eight-day cycle, but now a firefighter 
is on duty for 24 hours, off for 24 
hours, on for another 24 hours, and 
then off for five straight days. This 
also works out to an average of 42 
hours a week. 

“Essentially, you’re just combin- 
ing the day shifts with the night 
shifts,” Cuticchia says. 

However, the number of days per 
year a firefighter will actually be at 
the station, even if he or she worked 
every scheduled shift, will now be 
cut in half, to about 91. And with

If state and local officials successfully 
put pressure on the state Highway 
Department to make improvements to 
Route 125, a new ramp to Route 98 could 
be constructed in four years. 

But that isn’t drawing cheers from 
state Sen. Sue Tucker, D-Andover. “It’s 
unacceptable that we’d have to wait 
three or four years for some relief,” she 
says. 

But then, state and local officials are 
still somewhat at odds over environmen- 
tal considerations, what improvements 
to make and who will pay for them. And 
if those matters aren’t resolved, it could 
be longer than four years before any- 
thing happens. 

In an effort to jump start the long-dis- 
cussed road improvements to Route 125, 
state legislators, local selectmen in 
Andover and Wilmington, planners and 
town leaders, and Highway Department 
officials met recently to discuss the 
issue. 

The first plans for adding a ramp at 
the intersection of routes 93 and 125 
were published in 1986. But those plans 
were plagued by complicated wetland 
issues and the need to acquire a grade 
crossing at railroad tracks. 

The fate of the project is now in the 
hands of state highway officials charged 
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Route 125 im 


with choosing one of three proposed 
designs of ramps connecting Route 93, 
Route 125 and Ballardvale Street. 

Lynn Duncan, planning director for 
Wilmington, says they support version 
2a of the plan, which would allow direct 
access from the highway to an area that 
is zoned for industrial development. 

While plan 2a would have a greater 
impact on the environment than the oth- 
ers, Duncan says she hopes the state will 
weigh the options. 

“They all have _ environmental 
impacts. It’s a question of degree as 
opposed to what kind,” Duncan says. 

Andover Planning Director Steve 
Colyer says he expects the state to con- 
sider environmental and economic 
effects of each plan, but would be most 
inclined to support the version of the 
project that could be completed most 
quickly. 

In the meantime, Colyer says he was 
encouraged by the response from the 
state last week to his suggestion of a tem- 
porary slip ramp off of Route 125 to tide 
things over until a complete project 
were approved. 

“Tt wasn’t ruled out,” he says.

lardvale Street in Wilmington as a part 
of the same project, says Colyer, but 
how that portion of the project would be 
funded has yet to be determined, he 
says. 

Duncan says a portion of Ballardvale 
Street in Wilmington would have to be 
repaired in order for Burtt Road to be 
extended, and such improvements were 
not part of their plan. 

“We're not going to support some- 
thing if we have to pay for the road 
improvements,” Duncan says. 

Colyer calls Wilmington’s position 
on the Burtt road extension a “bucket of 
cold water. It’s just another obstacle,” 
says Colyer, who has seen environmen- 
tal impact reports for the project come 
and go for more than 10 years. 

While Andover was awarded a grant 
to extend Burtt Road 1994, the price of 
the same project today is an additional 
$900,000. 

While complications such as who 
will pay for the Burtt Road extensions 
and which configuration of ramps the 
state will approve continue to stall the 
project, state legislators continue to 
apply pressure. 

Tucker continues to hold meetings 
on the subject, and says it tops her pri- 
ority list. “We have to make a decision 
and get down to it. It’s a relentless cam-

paign,” she says. 

State Rep. Barry Finegold, D- 
Andover, says he believes the issue 
comes down to funding. He says he is 
considering an arrangement similar to 
the deal made to pay to widen Route 3, 
which was funded by a private business 
and later billed to the state in full, Fine- 
gold says. 

“The Big Dig is a money pit, making 
it so hard to find funding,” he says, cit- 
ing the delay in getting traffic lights 
installed on Route 125 and Wildwood 
Road in Andover, a project funded by 
the state surplus. 

Finegold says he believes the state 
will take action on Route 125 improve- 
ments, it’s just a question of how soon. 

“(State Highway Commissioner) 
Kevin Sullivan and his administration 
have been great, and if they could (act), 
they would, but we are going through 
what 50 other Massachusetts communi- 
ties are going through right now,” Fine- 
gold says. 

The state was awarded $300 million 
less in transportation-related funds 
from the federal government this year, 
Finegold says. 

Chris Huntress, a member of the Bal- 
lardvale/Lowell Junction Road Area 
Traffic Task Force, says he is hopeful 
that the meetings will produce results. 

“Some very big 
wheels have to turn to 
get this done, but it is 
in motion,” Huntress 
says.

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PA alum Gelb makes $11m donation for science building 


Gathered in New 
York last night, about 
750 alumni of Phillips 
Academy cheered fel- 
low alumnus Richard 


school’s 221-year his- 
tory — $11 million. 

Gelb, Phillips class 
of 1941, is former CEO 
and chairman of Bris- 
tol-Myers Squibb Co. 
He made the gift to the 
school earlier this month to help fund con- 
struction and endowment of a $25-million 
State-of-the-art science building. It will be 
named the Richard L. Gelb Science Center. 

Head of School Barbara Landis Chase and 
David M. Underwood, president of the school’s 
board of trustees, made the surprise 
announcement of the gift Monday night at the 
New York kickoff of Campaign Andover, held 
at Chelsea Piers. 

The $200-million campaign, the largest ever 
undertaken by an independent school, is sup- 
porting all aspects of the academic and resi- 
dential program at Phillips, the nation’s oldest 
incorporated boarding school. 

“In the last 10 years we’ve seen an enor- 
mous growth in interest in science from our 
students, especially among girls,” said Chase. 
“More than 80 percent of our students take 
four years of science classes and 30 percent 
take advanced level courses,” she said. “Dick 
Gelb’s magnificent gift will enable us to build 
a science center that promotes the kind of col- 
laborative teaching and learning that is the 
future of science education. We are deeply 
grateful for this gift, which will invigorate sci- 
ence teaching at Andover for this generation 
and the next.” 

“Andover was the most important academ- 
ic experience of my life,” said Gelb, who 
received a bachelor’s degree from Yale and an 
MBA from Harvard Business School. “I gave 
this money for two reasons: one, because I 
believe the future of scientific research 
depends on how well we teach science to 
young people; and two, because I want to ener- 
gize the fund-raising campaign of this excep- 
tional academic institution.” 

Underwood, who serves as chair of Cam- 
paign Andover said, “Dick Gelb has given a 
tremendous boost to our campaign, lifting our 
current fund-raising total to more than $114 
million.” 

Recognized throughout his long career as 
one of the nation’s smartest and most success- 
ful executives, Gelb joined Bristol-Myers in 
1959 as president of its newly-acquired person- 
al care product company Clairol. Before 
becoming chairman and CEO of Bristol- 
Myers, he served the company as president. 

During his tenure as CEO, Gelb engineered 
Bristol-Myers’ 1989 merger with rival Squibb 
Corp., transforming the formerly 12th- and 
14th-ranked firms into the world’s second 
largest pharmaceutical company. He retired 
in 1995 after 23 years at the helm. Today he 
serves the company as chairman emeritus. 

In 1992, Forbes named Gelb as one of corpo- 
rate America’s most powerful people. Busi- 
ness Week listed him the same year as one of 
“25 executives to watch.” Gelb has also been 
active in cultural and civic affairs. He is a 
director emeritus of the Lincoln Center for 
the Performing Arts, was a director of the

Wheelabrator dupes 
Valley residents again 


Editor, Townsman: 

It appears that residents of the Merri- 
mack Valley and the NESWC communi- 
ties have been duped by the incinerator 
industry once again. 

You may recall Wheelabrator 
emphatically assuring North Andover’s 
Planning Board that if they were grant- 
ed the necessary permits to install 
“state-of-the-art” emission-control 
devices, it would be a piece of cake to 
operate within the newly adopted mer- 
cury emission guidelines. 

With their permits now safely 
secured, Wheelabrator has joined 
Ogden-Martin in suing the DEP for 
adopting “unachievable” mercury stan- 
dards. Under the glare of public scruti- 
ny, Wheelabrator is scrambling to save 
face by claiming that the lawsuit does 
not apply to the NESWC incinerator. 

Supposedly, they are worried about 
another incinerator that does not have 
the proper control equipment. One won- 
ders why installing the same “state-of- 
the-art technology” proposed for the 
NESWC incinerator would not work 
equally well on the incinerator of con- 
cern. Suffice it to say, their explanation 
is far from convincing. 

Ironically, while Wheelabrator claims 
that minimizing mercury in the stack is 
contingent upon minimizing mercury in 
the trash, a second part of the lawsuit 
contests the requirement for them to 
implement a mercury separation plan. 

Contrary to press coverage, Whee- 
labrator and Ogden-Martin are not being 
asked to physically remove button bat- 
teries from the trash. They are simply 
required to implement an educational 
campaign to discourage residents from 
throwing mercury products into the 
garbage. 

If the incinerator industry loses the 
suit but truly cannot achieve the new 
standards, who will suffer the conse- 


quences?

While I am reluctant to get into a pub- 
lic war of words with Mr. Vrountas, his 
recent letters to your newspaper are a 
disservice to the public and deserve a 
response from Nickel Hill Energy 
(“Nickel Hill putting profits over 
health,” Townsman, Oct. 14). 

It is very easy for a determined oppo- 
nent to take small portions from the pro- 
ject’s thousands of pages of permit fil- 
ings completely out of context and use 
them to suit his or her needs. 

The fact is that Nickel Hill Energy 
has provided full and complete answers 
to those questions that are relevant to 
the environmental permitting process. 
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Letters 
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disingenuous, or putting profits over 
health concerns, is absurd and without 
support. All of the information provided 
by Nickel Hill must be supported by the 
facts, or the project will not be permitted 
by the numerous government agencies 
reviewing our application. The same can 
not be said for the statements of project 
opponents such as Mr. Vrountas. 

Take, for example, his assertions that 
SCONOx technology is commercially 
available for a plant the size of Nickel 
Hill. If this were true, Nickel Hill would 
not only have proposed this technology 
but the permitting agencies would 
require us to use it. Indeed, the EPA 
commented on the availability of 
SCONOx Technology as recently as 
April. The EPA evaluated the technolo- 
gy to determine if it was available and 
feasible. 

After conducting this analysis, the 
EPA stated, “EPA believes that SCONOx 
holds substantial promise for the reduc- 
tion of pollutants from power plants. 
However, at this time, after considering 
the information from the applicant and 
from other sources, including the manu- 
facturer and the licensee of the SCONOx 


To suggest that Nickel Hill is being 


technology, EPA _ concludes that 
SCONOx is not yet technically feasible 
for large combined-cycle plants today.” 

The EPA also notes that ABB, the 
commercial licensee of this developing 
technology for power plants greater than 
100 MW in size, is currently unwilling to 
guarantee the performance of the sys- 
tem, including liquidated damages, in 
the event the equipment fails to perform 
at the promised level of availability. 

Mr. Vrountas conveniently leaves out 
this type of information in his latest dia- 
tribe. He also fails to acknowledge the 
basic fact that the technology proposed 
by Nickel Hill Energy will result in a 
power plant that is cleaner than those 
operating today. 

It is our contention that if Mr. Vroun- 
tas were truly concerned with the envi- 
ronment, he would join some of the 
nation’s leading environmental organi- 
zations, such as the Conservation Law 
Foundation, in supporting the develop- 
ment of gas-fired power plants. 

While we respect his right to disagree 
with us, state permitting agencies, the 
Conservation Law Foundation and the 
US. EPA, we feel that his personal 
attacks and selective use of permit data 


is not only disingenuous but also inten- 
tionally misleading.

While we are talking about mer- 
cury, there’s the fluorescent bulb. 
Three years ago there were EIGHT 
Fluorescent Bulbs in my home. Today 
there are 27. All new, compact, energy 
efficient bulbs are fluorescent and like 
the old tube fluorescent, may contain 
mercury. State law requires us to dis- 
pose of fluorescents via town-provided 
hazardous waste collections. 

Town officials provide ONE COL- 
LECTION A YEAR (Nov. 6)! Our rep- 
resentatives in Boston, provide NO 
ENFORCEMENT. Meanwhile we are 
warned not to eat the fish caught in 
our lakes from Haverhill to the coast. 
Swordfish are banned because of their 
mercury content, and local soil and 
rivers are found with high concentra- 
tions of mercury.

Last spring it was discovered that 
one of the largest landlords in 
Andover (10 large buildings), was dis- 
posing fluorescent bulbs through the 
regular trash collection process.

But what about 
other landlords of apartments, retail 
businesses and industry?

vacations, holidays, personal leave, sick 
leave and special leave, it is likely that 
firefighters will be at the station 75 or 
even fewer days a year. 

Time off benefits are expressed in 
hours, but a firefighter with five to 10 
years on the department is eligible for 
seven 24-hour days of vacation, or the 
equivalent of three and a half eight-day 
cycles; one day of personal leave; nine 
days of sick leave (or four and a half 
cycles); and 12 so-called “special” leaves. 

But Stapcezynski, Wright and Cutic- 
chia, the lead signatures on the new con- 
tract, are unanimous in saying that the 
new structure is better for everybody, 
including local taxpayers. To those who 
might be skeptical, they present the fol- 
lowing evidence: 

* It will not add staff to the force. 

* It will not cost more, they say. 
Wright says that since the contract gives 
him a bit more management authority to 
control overtime, it could even cost the 
town less. 

¢ Wright and Cuticchia say the shift 
structure is better for management 
because of the kind of specialized job fire 
fighting is. “We ‘live’ at the station (when 
on duty),” Cuticchia says, “and this 
allows us to get more done on a shift.” 

Wright agrees, adding that “certain 
deadlines,” which formerly interrupted 
training, such as the end of a day shift, 
will no longer do so. 

Both say it is easier to do training 
(“which is a lot of what we do,” Cuticchia 
says) when a day shift doesn’t end at 6 
p.m. “And it’s much easier to do night 
training,” Cuticchia adds. 

* The 24-hour shift is well-established 
across the country. “Most of it is (in com- 
munities) west of the Mississippi,” 
Stapczynski says, “but it has been in 
Massachusetts for a while now.” 

Cuticchia says it has been in Massa- 
chusetts for about 20 years, and is now in 
28 cities and towns, including North 
Reading and Tewksbury. 

He acknowledges that it’s a pretty 
good deal for firefighters, too. Not only 
do they get five days in a row off during 
every eight-day cycle, they now never 
have to work an entire weekend. 
“Before, we worked eight out of 11 week- 
ends,” he says. 

But he says this, too, will benefit the 
town, because all that time off gives fire- 
fighters more of a chance to get involved 
in community activities, and also allows 
them to do additional training, such as at 
the state fire academy. 

Still, wasn’t it the labor movement 
that worked so hard for the eight-hour 
day, arguing that this was as long as a 
person should be expected to work? Isn’t 
this a tacit acknowledgement that work- 
ers can easily put in more than that in a 
day, especially when they can sleep six to 
eight hours on most of those shifts? 

Wright brushes that off, saying that

the eight-hour day was established to 
eliminate “flagrant abuses” of workers 
by employers. 

He says the new schedule is just 
another example of “flex time” that is 
becoming more common in many areas 
of the work force. 

Besides, sleep has always been 
allowed on the night shifts. “You have to 
give people rest,” Cuticchia says. 

Stapczynski, who negotiates employee 
contracts for the town, notes that there 
are a number of clauses that allow the 
town or the union to go back to the for- 
mer schedule. 

“T didn’t see any reason not to try it 
out,” he says. “It is working well in other 
communities.” 

The other major changes in the new 
contract are a 3-percent salary increase 
for each of the three years, which is 
retroactive to July 1, 1998; and a new 
family leave policy. 

Under the new salary structure, base 
pay for firefighters, which is divided 
according to a series of steps, ranges 
from $33,433 to $38,821 in the first year of 
the contract, and $35,480 to $41,185 in the 
third year. 

Base pay for lieutenants ranges from 
$44,128 to $49,216; for deputy chiefs from 
$57,649 to $61,160 and for the fire preven- 
tion deputy chief from $65,778 to $69,784. 

Almost nobody on the force receives 
just base pay, however, since there are so 
many financial incentives or bonuses 
built into the pay structure. 

Members of the force get a 6 percent 
premium for being EMT (emergency 
medical technician) certified (and all 
firefighters hired after 1985 are required 
to be EMT certified); longevity pay that 
starts at 2 percent after five years and 
tops out at 4 percent after 25 years; and 
educational incentive pay that ranges 
from 5 percent for an associate’s degree 
to 12.5 percent for a master’s degree. The 
town has to pay that educational incen- 
tive regardless of the major — it doesn’t 
have to be related to public safety or fire 
science. 

So, for example, a firefighter with five 
years experience, EMT certification and 
a college degree in literature, would see 
his or her base pay jump from $35,136 in 


and union president Jim Cuticchia are all happy with 


the first year to $41,460. 

Other bonuses are a 3 percent scale 
differential for having a Class I or Class 
If driver’s license, and an 18-percent 
salary premium for being a fire preven- 
tion officer. 

Cuticchia says these salary incentives 
are standard in the industry, and have 
been in place in Andover for some time. 
He says Andover ranks 14th in pay in the 
state, or in the top 5 percent of the 321 
cities and towns in the commonwealth. 

But that, he says, is also a benefit to 
the town, since it means the best and 
brightest will be attracted to work here. 

While there has never been a shortage 
of applicants for public safety jobs, he 
says the high pay gives the chief a better 
choice when it comes to selecting new 
employees. 

“And when it comes to service, I don’t 
think anybody is better. I think we're 
tops in the state,” he says. 

Finally, the new family leave policy 
provides maternity leave of up to a year 
for female members of the force (there 
are currently three) and up to 12 weeks 
for males for “personal, family emer- 
gency or tragedy.” 

Cuticchia calls this the “jewel” of the 
contract. “It’s the thing I’m the proudest 
of,” he says, “because it’s a situation that 
hadn’t been properly addressed in the 
past.” 

While a female member isn’t paid for 
the year (although she can use accumu- 
lated sick leave), the new policy does 
secure the position and seniority, and 
allows her to maintain her health insur- 
ance. ai 

The new contract, Cuticchia says, 
reflects what he calls “a new and differ- 
ent spirit of cooperation with both the 
chief and the town. 

“I think we’ve begun to come togeth- 
er,” he says, “and when that happens, 
you have a better place to work, and you 
get more out of people. It’s not productive 
to pay attorneys (to resolve grievances).” 

Wright adds that he appreciates 
Stapczynski’s management style. “He 
doesn’t try to micromanage my depart- 
ment,” he says, adding that during nego- 
tiations, “we aired our differences in a 
professional manner.” 


ConsCom looks at 
Powder Mill Square

While much of the discussion about the proposed 
Powder Mill Square housing project concerns afford- 
able housing, the local Conservation Commission 
also needs to decide if it will hold water, so to speak. 

As proposed, it would be built in the Shawsheen 
River flood plain. But, in the event of a 100-year flood 
(a storm that creates flooding likely to happen only 
once every 100 years), the combined apartment com- 
plex and medical office building at the corner of 
Stevens and North Main streets, is designed to flood 
on its bottom floor, an area reserved for parking. 


Northpoint Realty, the developers who proposed. - 


the project, also offered an easement to the town that 
would guarantee a certain amount of space on the 
property would be available to be flooded. 

That arrangement would have to be approved by 
town counsel, but could be beneficial, says Cons-Com 
member Paul Finger. 

Such an arrangement may have to include a pro- 
vision that requires the building to be removed 
under certain circumstances, Finger says. 

“There is a risk of flooding. If he (the developer) 
can live with those restrictions, I think it’s an innov- 
ative way of dealing with this,” Finger says. 

Bylaws also require buildings in the flood plain to 


be “flood proof,” Finger says, he asked Inspector of ~ 


Buildings Kaija Gilmore if it would violate building 
code to allow the parking garage to be flooded. 

Gilmore says that “flood-proof’ structures are not 
necessarily waterproof structures, since a building 
designed to flood and allow water to flow through, 
the way water flows under a bridge, is more flood 
proof than a sealed building, where water pressure 
could build up from the outside. 

The Powder Mill Square design doesn’t violate 
that part of the building code, Gilmore says. 

As the building department investigates the need 
for a special permit, some residents say the building 
would add to existing flooding and disturb the Shaw- 
sheen River watershed area. 

Resident Pat Robbins says he believes that 
because the area on which the building would be 
built is not entirely paved, adding impervious struc- 
tures to the area would increase regular storm water 
flooding in the area. 

Kevin Talbot, a New Hampshire resident who 
works as an AVIS warden for the Shawsheen River 
area and is a founding member of the Shawsheen 
River Watershed Association, said he thought asking 
how the river would affect the building was the 
wrong approach. 

“This project is basically becoming part of the 
river. Do we want to talk about it as a river or as a 
storm drain? It’s a great resource we have here in 
Andover, but we’re abusing it,” Talbot told Commis- 
sion members Tuesday. 

The hearing was continued to Tuesday, Nov. 16.

current that (people think) this is one of 
those stupid laws that everyone turns a 
blind eye to. Mom and Dad turn a blind 
eye to it. (People think) police turn a 
blind eye. But that’s really not the case.” 

Cronin says he arrested an Andover 
youth Monday and charged him with 
being a minor in possession of alcohol. 
The youth had six people in his car, and 
was also cited with violating the Junior 
Operator Law. That means he faces a $35 
fine and the loss of his license for 30 days, 
just for the junior operator violation. 

Police Lt. James Hashem says a 17- 
year-old was cited Sunday afternoon for 
driving with a 13-year-old youth, after 
the driver was stopped for speeding. 

“We had to have a parent come out 
and pick a kid up by the side of the road,” 
says Hashem. “An inexperienced driver 
doesn’t need any more distraction. 

“We're looking at this as a safety 
issue. This six months is supposed to be a 
period of time where they’re gaining 
experience,” he says. “We're taking it 
seriously. These violations have come up 
a few times, that I know of, in the course 
of accidents.” 

But not every officer is strictly enforc- 
ing the relatively new law. Some youth 
and Andover parents say they’ve heard 
or seen kids let off with warnings.

“It sounds as though, from the (offi- 
cers) I’ve talked to, that they often give a 
verbal warning,” says Lt. Arthur Ricci. 
“This isn’t, right now, a major priority. 
That’s in my opinion.” 

But some of those parents who try to 
enforce the law are hoping for more help 
from both other parents and police. 

“Maybe a bit more than a warning is 
in order,” says Fitzpatrick. “I think it’s 
just a serious problem here in town and 
it needs to be addressed.” 

Hearing that other officers are not 
issuing citations, Cronin says he believes 
the police department must do a better 
job educating both its officers and the 
public about the law. 

Some officers say they forget to check 
the computer to see if a young driver is 
within his or her first six months of oper- 
ating when they pull them over, says 
Cronin. 

However, it may just be a matter of 
time before police actively enforce the 
law. When the mandatory-seat-belt law 
went into effect the first year, Andover 
officers handed out only a handful of seat 
belt citations, says Ricci. But more than 
1,000 seat-belt citations have been issued 
already during 1999. 


No designated drivers? 

Of course, many youths and their par- 
ents are against the law because they 
say, off the record, it just makes sense for 
kids to car pool with other kids.

Andover High School kids had ridden in 
a car driven by someone who had been 
drinking alcohol. (The state average is 35 
percent.) 

Eleventh-grade students — the kids 
this law usually affects — were the ones 
most likely to have done this, he says. 

“Although we obviously don’t con- 
done drinking alcohol, we want those 
kids who do to have designated drivers,” 
says Nichols. “This law prevents that 
because they can’t drive with their 
friends. So I can’t endorse that law. 

“At that age, it’s an experimental 
stage of their lives,” he says. “We were 
doing very well with that designated dri- 
ver.” 

Other parents say that the school ° 
wouldn’t have enough parking for all the 
students who would drive if kids did not 
car pool. 


Law lovers 

But parents in favor of the law say 
they're willing to drive their kids to 
activities, because they believe the law is 
meant to make the roads safer. 

“It’s an awkward position sometimes 
for the kids to be in,” says Bob Fitz- 
patrick, Pat’s husband, who insists on 
driving his son to hockey practice rather 
than letting him get a ride from a young 
driver. “If they get an offer for a ride 
home from school, are they going to say,

tor, says the law is one that kids complain 
about frequently. 

“My sense is there’s a lot of frustration out 
there. A license is something a young person is 
really looking forward to,” says Fahey. 

“After driver’s ed classes, at 164, suddenly 
there’s one last issue thrown in the way. The 
state says, “You’re ready, but you can’t drive 
with your friends.’ Obviously, when you get 
your license, who are you going to want to 
drive with?” 

DARE Officer Cee Cee Blais says police 
heard at a forum that many kids would ignore 
the law even before it was officially accepted. 

“Tt is that kind of motor vehicle law that kids 
might take lightly, until they or their friends 
get stopped and charged with it,” she says. 

But some parents, like the Fitzpatricks, want 
more Andover parents to band together to sup- 
port the law. 

“Tt’s a good law and has good intentions. It’s 
tough enough for kids when they’re young to 
get comfortable behind the wheel,” says Bob 
Fitzpatrick. “It’s hard enough as it is without 
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the distractions of having other kids in the car. 
Kids will be kids. They'll goof around. 

“T think it’s just a safety issue. You read the 
papers and you see the accidents. It’s not drugs 
or alcohol, it’s inexperience,” says Pat Fitz- 
patrick. “I think they don’t think there’s any- 
thing wrong with what they’re doing, because 
they’re getting that message from the parents.” 

Bob Fitzpatrick says a friend-of-the-family’s 
son recently died in a car accident, and he cuts 
articles about accidents out of the paper to 
remind his kids about the dangers of driving. 

“This type of law — if voluntarily enforced 
by everyone involved, kids and parents — 
somewhere along the line has to save a kid’s 
life, I would think,” he says. “It’s hard to 
enforce and it almost needs to be enforced vol- 
untarily. 

“Where my son is 16, I’ve made it very clear 
to him that when the time does come, it’s law. 
It's something that needs to be respected. We 
can’t pick and choose which laws we'll follow,” 
says Colette Crowley, of Keystone Way. 
“Across the board, kids and parents have to 
enforce the law and take it to heart. I don’t 
think anyone should consider it an option 
whether to observe that six-month period.”

Walking AVIS properties is 
perfect on an autumn afternoon

River kayaking is a fine way to enjoy autumn. On a 
particularly clear-blue Sunday in mid-October swamp 
maple trees overhanging the Shawsheen River were 
rapidly shedding their leaves. A storm of yellow-red 
colors decorated our kayaks and even ourselves. 
When they dropped into the current and bunched 
together, they looked like a colorful carpet floating 


Our destination was the Sanborn Reservation, 
which belongs to AVIS (Andover Village Improve- 
ment Society) and is the only reservation reached by 
water. Deeded by George K. Sanborn to AVIS in 1959, 
this reservation has four acres including a pleasant 
pine grove, a wide field bordered by various tree spec- 
imens and a marsh. Starting from Ballardvale, the 
paddle upriver takes about an hour. 

Come spring, when the water is high, the geese are 
busily laying their eggs along the banks and trees are 
showing promise of another welcomed spring AVIS 
hopes to lead a paddle trip to the property. 

AVIS is one of the oldest conservation organiza- 
tions in the country. It was founded in 1894 and for 105 
years has been dedicated to acquiring and preserving

State. Twenty-two separate 
reservations covering more 
than 1,000 acres of land are 
now managed by AVIS and are 
open to the public for passive 
recreation. 

Open land in Andover is now limited, but there are 
still desirable parcels much sought after by both 
developers and land preservationists. AVIS trustee 
Peggy Keck, chairman of Land Committee, met this 
summer with an enthusiastic subcommittee to review 
opportunities for AVIS’s land-acquisition program. A 
number of parcels were walked and most were consid- 
ered desirable acquisitions. “These were not walks in 
the park,” said Peggy Keck, “They included such haz- 
ards as drifts of poison ivy, crawls on hands and 
knees through tangled underbrush, and bloody 
encounters with cat briar.” However, with trail-clear- 
ing crews working under the direction of the warden, 
the property can be made quite beautiful. 

In the past, most reservations were acquired 
through generous gifts by the owners, but today 
direct purchases for cash are more usual. Because 
AVIS has limited funds, Lisa Smith, chairman of the 
Land Acquisition Fund, and her committee also met 
several times this summer to organize a fund drive. 
The cash will enable AVIS to act quickly as soon as a 
property comes on the market. AVIS must be alert to 
every situation.

Memorial Hall Library serves as the 
center for Regional Reference and 
Research and Inter-Library Loan for 250 
libraries in the Northeast Massachusetts 
Regional Library System (NMRLS). 

The Children's Room provides many 
varied and inviting resources for children 
from infancy through sixth grade. The 
collection includes books, magazines, 
puzzles, CD's, audio and video cassettes, 
software, and “books-on-tape.”
